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School Report 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of Buxton. 


The annual report is herewith submitted: 


This is a day of new and challenging issues in Education. 
It is recognized today that it is the duty of the schools to 
set forth clearly the importance of our American institu- 
tions, and the privileges of the American way of life. Here 
in the schools we believe the lessons of Democracy are best 
taught even in the lower grades. Textbooks are now being 
published that set forth these lessons of civic responsibility. 
‘The older groups in High School study civics and problems 
in Democracy. Vocational training especially in mechanical 
lines is stressed more today than ever. It is of fundamental 
importance that some provision be made for setting up 
schools to supply trained workers for any emergency that 
may arise. The defense program includes many important 
educational activities. No objective is more important than 
Physical Education. Physical fitness is of the utmost 1m- 
portance in training for National efficiency. Education will 
fail if it does not set up specifc habits for better health and 
citizenship. 


State School Fund And Support Of Schools 


The amount received from the state during the past eight 
years has been steadily decreasing. This decrease has made 
necessary increased appropriations for High and Elemen- 
tary Schools. 7 

The income for the State School Fund comes from a 3 1-3 
mill tax on the valuation of the State; the interest on the 
permanent School fund and one half of the tax on savings 
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banks and trust companies. All expenditures for every type 
of school are paid out of this fund except $200,000.00 of 
Equalization allocated by an act of the Legislature of 1937. 
There has been a shrinkage of $495,000.00 in a period of 8 
years due largely to a reduction in State valuation. 


Bills are now before legislature for the purpose of making 
sufficient funds available to guarantee $3.00 for each child 
returned on the census list and restore an apportionment of 
1% cents per pupil per day on the basis of the aggregate 
attendance of Elementary and secondary pupils. Such 
Legislation would restore the School Fund approximately 
to where it was in 1932. 


Schools Closed And Conveyance F urnished 


It has seemed wise to close schools with small enroll- 
ments and convey the pupils to larger schools. It is always 
more expensive to maintain small schools. Usually the work 
can be made more interesting and better work accomplished 
in the larger schools. It was decided to close the; NiG, 
Watson and Shadigee Schools and convey the pupils. This 
decision was made in view of the small enrollment in each 
school, also in view of the fact that it would be necessary 
to furnish conveyance to these schools this year even if 
these schools were maintained. A considerable saving was 
effected for the town by conveying the N. C. Watson pupils 
to the Buxton Center School and the Shadigee pupils to the 
West Buxton School. With a slight additional cost for con- 
veyance—a saving of at least $30.00 a week ($1,020.00 a 
year) is effected. This saving is accomplished by employ- 
ing one bus for two routes; and we are saving on teachers’ 
salaries, and the costs of janitors and fuel. There are no 
districts today and the law provides that the committee 
shall determine the classification of scholars and what 
schools they shall attend and that the committee may close 
a school for not more than one year when the enrollment 
becomes too small for profitable maintenance. 
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The New Sound Motion Picture Machine 


We have been very fortunate in being able to provide our 
High School with the best of equipment including the new 
mimeograph. We are encouraged to buy such equipment 
because of the care with which it is used in the school. 

This year we had sufficient funds to buy a sound motion 
picture machine. The machine was purchased of the Bell 
& Howell Company. The price of this machine was $410.00 
with a discount to schools of $41.00 and an allowance of 
$65.00 for the old silent machine; $40.00 was paid by the 
school and $264.00 was paid out of the Hanson Fund. The 
Hanson Fund was a great help in the purchase of this 
machine. And this was the purpose of the fund to provide 
extra things for the school which otherwise might not be 
available. : 


Motion pictures are a valuable help in supplementing 
textbook work. Our silent machine furnished very instruc- 
tive aids on many phases of school work. But by combining 
sight and sound the talking picture commands a con- 
centrated attention that is difficult to secure in any other 
way. The student can recreate a lesson from science or 
history from some remote part of the world as vividly as 
if present. There are many free commercial films which 
have a special value in vocational training. Educational 
films have a useful place in teaching history, science, and 
literature. 


Increase In High School Enrollment 
And State Requirements 


There will be a large entering class in the high school 
another year. We are confronted with the problem of taking 
care of this large class and the increased enrollment of over 
100 pupils in the school. The assembly hall with 66 seats 
will be inadquate. Extra textbooks must be provided. The 
recitation rooms are not large enough to care for the nearly 
60 pupils expected in the Freshman Class. Our present 
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teaching force is very satisfactory and it is hoped that these 
teachers can be retained in view of this increased enrollment 
and crowded condition. 

It will be necessary to meet the requirements of the State 
Department of Education and add a fourth teacher to the 
teaching force in the High School. The pupil-teacher ratio 
in a class must not exceed 30. This means that the number 
of pupils divided by the number of teachers in any school 
of Class A grade must not exceed 30. No teacher shall have 
more than seven periods of recitation and classroom super- 
vision. The class A High School as further defined must 
provide not less than 16 units of work. A unit is a subject 
pursued for five periods a week for 36 weeks. The recitation 
period shall be at least 40 minutes in length. It is also re- 
quired that an annual expenditure shall be made of not less 
than $75.00 for the laboratory and not less than $75.00 for 
the library. It is necessary to meet these requirements, 
otherwise the High School would lose its class A standing. 

This situation in regard to the increased enrollment and 
the employment of a fourth teacher has been taken into 
consideration in recommending the appropriations for an- 
other year. : 

In view of the savings effected this year by consolidation 
of schools it seemed that we could afford the purchase of 
new seats and desks for the West Buxton School, to replace 
the old double seats and desks. The old seats were unsightly 
and very much worn. Twenty new adjustable desks were 
purchased. These desks are painted in a light brown color 
and are free from glare. The new desks render this room 
very attractive in appearance. 

It has been the policy of the town to keep all buildings 
in a good state of repair. In this way school property is kept 
from deterioration. In one room buildings heated by box 
stoves it is difficult to keep the interior of each building 
painted in light colors and the walls and ceilings free from 
smoke. However we should plan to clean and paint certain 
buildings another year in order to secure better light and 
improve the appearance of the school room. 
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This year it was necessary to paint the exterior of the 
high school building. This building presents a greatly im- 
proved appearance. 

It was necessary to comply with a State Ruling and 
purchase fire extinguishers for the school bus drivers. These 
new requirements are made to properly safeguard pupils 
riding on busses. Drivers should exercise every precaution 
to provide safe transportation of pupils.

In submitting our report this year, we wish to express our 
gratitude and apreciation of the many and various forms of 
assistance extended by different individuals and organiza- 
tions to the Hospital. 


The tonsil clinic was very well attended, thirteen chil- 
dren of Buxton having tonsillectomies, and a minor opera- 
tion performed on the fourteenth. Also medical service 
amounting to twenty dollars was given. In addition to this 
twenty High School boys have been given four complete 
physical examinations in connection with their basketball 
work. 


There were two hundred and ten patient days charged to 
the Free-bed Service this year. This service was used by 
five different patients. 


We operated our dental clinic more extensively this year, 
there being twenty-eight dental clinic days. Dr. Lord of 
Biddeford conducted these in July and Dr. Merriam of Bar 
Mills in August and September. 


One hundred and twenty-three children from the town of 
Buxton were examined and had their teeth cleaned in the 
dental clinic. These children had a total of ninety-two ex- 
tractions and three hundred and ninety-six fillings.

The unpaid tax deeds were examined and are listed on 
Schedules 3 and 4. All income from tax deeds during the 
year was apparently accounted for. 


Trust Funds 

The investments were examined and are listed on 
Schedule 5. 

An amount of $2,339.63 is impounded in the Casco Mer- 
cantile Trust Company and will no doubt be subject to a 
substantial loss when the final dividend is paid. 

The Hanson Trust Funds for cemetery and high school 
have been used by your town. It would seem that some 
action should be taken toward the restoration of these two 
funds which amount to $7,000.00. 


Taxes 

The 1940 commitment was added and after an adjust- 
ment of 16 cents was made appeared to be correct. 

The abatements were checked for authority, and together 
with cash to the Treasurer, tax deeds, and uncollected 1940 
taxes (Schedule 2) appeared to balance the commitment.
